Chicago in 1926, President Coolidge sent James J 
of Labor, to read a lengthy message in which he 
praised the Catholic Church for what it had done here from 
colonial days—all for the betterment of this country. 

In this message it was remarked: “If there be any preju- 
dice against Catholics in America, it comes from persons who 
make a specialty of prejudice, and, like all other countries, we 
have a few who do.” 

One rightly concludes from the vast amount of literature 
sent out and from the treatment of the subject in sectarian 
iournals, from the field lecturers and organizers of units of the 
POAU, that the numBer who make a “specialty of prejudice” 
was exceedingly large. The fact is that the number is small, but 
very vocal, and reaches several millions of people through local 
clergymen to whom is sent a “news letter” designed to make 
them prejudiced or to increase the prejudices by which they had 
already been controlled. 


President Coolidge said further: 


: There are elements among us, as in other lands, which 
are so dissatisfied with life, or rather, with the life that they 
know from experience that they desire to destroy our 
American institutions.

Some Good Advice 
From A Minister 


T= Rev. Dr. R. C. Chalmers, an 
Associate Secre of the 
United Church of C , recently 
addressed the World Convention on 
Christian Education, and urged the 
opposite of what Bishop Oxnam and 
Paul Blanshard are doing in this 
country. He called on the dele- 
gates at the Convention to “avoid 
making unwarranted statements 
about or attacks upon either Cath- 
olics or Catholicism,” and warned 
them against “carrying the doctrine 
of the separation of Church and 
State to.ridiculous extremes.” 


He continued: “In some instances 
this doctrine is interpreted as if it 
meant that there should be no 
dealings between Church and 
State.” He held that this is Com- 
munist doctrine according to 
which “in order to insure to 
citizens freedom of conscience the 
Church in the U.S.S.R. is separated 
from the State, and the school 
from the Church. Freedom of 
religious worship and freedom of 
anti-religious propaganda is recog- 
nized for all citizens.” 

Then Dr. Chalmers asked: “Is

Chalmers asks 
that “Protestants set their own 
house in order,” observing: “We 
ought to lay seriously to heart our 
unhappy divisions, and what is 
even worse the schismatic spirit 
that is too often found among us. 
If organic union among Protestants 
is not possible, at least let us live 
in the spirit of unity, as full-grown 
men in Christ, instead of acting 
like irresponsible adolescents.”

when Protestant missioners driving 
a car with a public address system 
followed a Catholic procession. An 
American Protestant drove the car 
while a native worker gave a talk 
over the loud speaker. It was full 
of insults to the Catholic religion. 
The Indians in the procession took 
the insults for a while, but finally 
their patience gave out. A group 
broke away from the procession 
and overturned the car. The Pro- 
testants were fortunate to escape 
with their lives. The affair was 
reported in the American press as 
an unprovoked attack by Catholics. 


At a fiesta in San Pedro, Bolivia, 
in honor of the Indians’ patron, St. 
James, two missionaries from the 
Bolivian Indian mission showed up 
passing out tracts denouncing the 
cults of saints. In Tomoyo, Bo- 
livia, the teacher in the state school 
belonged to a Protestant sect. She 
allowed the Protestant missioner 
to come to the school weekly to 
teach religion. . The people of the 
village were incensed, but had no 
recourse other than to take their 
children from school and deprive 
them of education. 


Protestants’ Answer 


When. such charges are thrown 
back at the Protestants in the 
United States, their usual defense 
is to deny any proselytizing, and 
to declare that they are only going 
into neglected areas where the 
people have no priests to serve 
them. But even this is not ap- 
preciated by the Latin Americans. 


“Protestants are taking advan- 
tage of us in our hour of weak- 
ness,” a Peruvian priest told me. 
“They go into our traditionally 
Catholic villages and tell the inhab- 
itants that the Church does not 
bother with poor people.” 


Actually, most Protestant work 
is being done in urban centers 
‘where priests and religious are to 
‘be found. Writing from  Ville- 
| grande, Bolivia, Ruth and Frank 
'Chaplin of the Bolivian Indian Mis- 
| Sion, make this complaint: “One 
‘of our greatest problems is to do 
‘something effective among the 
‘young people. They seem to be 
‘completely in the hands of the 
| priests and nuns, and will not come 
to our meetings.” Without realiz- 
‘ing it, these missionaries are con-| 
fessing to an attempt at outright 
proselytizing. This is the situation 
throughout most of Latin America. 


A Specific Case 


So far, most American Catholic 


‘cause the Protestants know that

The Adventist hospital is at 
Guavaramerin. The Maryknoll hos-

As early as 1943 negotiations be- 
gan to have Maryknoll take over 
both hospitals. In April of 1945 
Maryknoll informed the Bolivian 
officials that because of lack of,

This latter hospital 
was then turned over to Maryknoll 
and later the Adventists were in- 
vited to take charge of the other. 

The Adventists say nothing about 
the fact that before poor are given 
treatment they must agree to study 
doctrine, or that a girl desiring to 
enter nursing school must sign a 
document apostatizing from the 
Catholic faith. 

A Protestant missionary bulletin 
published in the United States also 
accused Maryknoll priests and Sis- 
ters of instigating Indians to de- 
stroy Protestant property in Cocha- 
bamba, Bolivia. According to the 
bulletin, the Indians threw stones 
through the windows of the Pro- 
testant church. 

The facts as investigated in 
Cochabamba showed that during a 
summer procession of Catholic In- 
dians, the Rrotestants drove a Car | 
equipped with a public address 
system into the procession, ridicul- 
ing the Indians’ belief, particular- | 
ly their belief in the Blessed Vir- 
gin. Authorities tried to dissuade 
the Protestants, but the verbal at- 
tack became more vicious. Indian 
women then picked up -stones, 
throwing them at the automobile. 
The women followed the Protes- 
tants back to their mission and 
threw stones through several of the 
windows. 

Actually, the entire incident 
took place in Cochabamba and not 
in Calacala where the Maryknoll- | 
ers have their parish. No Mary- | 
knoller was in the procession or | 
connected with it. The Indians | 
were not from the Maryknoll par- | 
ish. 


Here Are Facts 


One of the most quoted cases of 
Catholic persecution concerns the 
Slaying of nine Protestants in the 
Oruro district of Bolivia, one of 
them being a Canadian missioner. 
While most of the Protestant press 
insinuated that the crime was part 
of a Catholic conspiracy, the Board 
of Foreign Missions of the Presby- 
‘terian Church went a step further 
by saying that the mob was incited 
by the village priest. The general 
story is continually cropping up. 

The actual facts are these. Mr. | 
Norman Dabbs, a young, energetic 
‘Canadian Baptist missioner, went 
to the village of Melcamaya in the 
American mine 
This latter man was well | 
known in the region for his fanatic- | 
ism against the Catholic Church. | 
He was a Holy Roller and. was | 
hated by the Indians because of 
his custom of ripping medals from | 
their necks and ridiculing their re- | 
ligion. He had been discharged 
from other mines because of his. 
‘religious activity. The two men/§ 
‘held a meeting in the village. 
'When they were leaving, the vil- 
lage leaders, who were familiar | 
with the American, told Mr. Dabbs | 
that neither he nor his companion | 
should ever return again. | 

A month later Mr. Dabbs return- | 
ed to the village to show slides. | 
During the course of his lecture a 
riot broke out. Mr. Dabbs tried 
to flee in a truck but was cut off 
by Indians. He was dragged out of | 
the truck and stoned to death 
Kight of his companions were also 
killed. 

The incident was deplored in 
Catholic circles. At the request of | 
‘the Holy See the Papal Nuncio 
made a complete investigation. 
The village of Melcamaya had no 
‘resident priest, and no priest or 
any member of the clergy had anv 
connection with it. The murders | 
were committed by an enraged | 
group of Indians, angry at the at- | 
tacks on their faith. 
| “As long as the Protestants per- | 
sist in going out into the villages | 
| and insulting the religion of the 
| Indians,'said a prominent Boliv- 
ian, “they must expect insults in 
return. The Protestants do not 
seem to realize that they are deal- 

ing with primitive peoples full of 
primitive emotions. They must be 
prepared to accept the consequenc- 
es of their acts.”

Bishop Charles F. Buddy, of San Diego, Cali- 
ornia, decided to have his people volunteer to visit 
their neighbors and ask them whether they would 
be interested in attending a course of instruction in 
the Catholic religion. The Bishop had previously 
established a number of Centers of Catholic Informa- 
lion, and one of the centers was visited by two 
traveling men not long ago, who said to the priest in 
charge:

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Cardinal Stritch Says 


Brightest Christian Era Will| 
Come If Press Does Work Well 


Notre Dame, Ind.—(NC)-—If the 
Catholit Press does its work well 
“we may look forward to the 
brightest period of Christian civili- 
zation in all the history of the 
world,” His Eminence Samuel Car- 
dinal Stritch declared. 


In thoughtful counsels to the edi- 
tors of hundreds of Catholic news-} 
papers and magazines gathered 
here from all parts of the United 
States and Canada, the Archbishop 
of Chicago advised them to use 
“all the techniques” available to 
them and to “talk the language of 
our times.” 


“Remember it is our modern 
world which must be brought to 
Christ,” he said. 

“Be clever, be untiring, be pro- 
found, be courageous, be ready to 
say the unpleasant thing,” His Emi- 
nence urged. “You are engaged in 
the great work for God and count- 
try. Remember always that to give 
to others what you have seen and 
heard you must first spend long 
hours of looking at it and hearing 
the words. 


“It is not enough to be learned. 
It is not none to be professional- 
ly capable. For your work you 
must be profoundly pious.” 

The Cardinal spoke at the ban- 
quet session of the annual conven- 
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tion of the Catholic Press Associ-! 


ation of the United States. 


Present at the dinner were three 
American Bishops, all prominently 
identified with the development of 
the Catholic press in this ‘country. 


One was Bishop John F. Noll of 
Fort Wayne, Episcopal Host to the. 
Convention. Founder and editor of 
Our Sunday Visitor of Huntington, 
Ind., who has been one of the fore- 
most figures in Catholic journal- 
ism for more than 40 years. 


Another was Bishop Thomas K. 
Gorman, Coadjutor of Dallas, Epis-: 
copal Chairman of the Press De- 
partment of the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference, and himself a 
former Catholic editor. 


The third prelate was Bishop Al- 
bert R. Zuroweste of Belleville, 
Ili., Assistant Episcopal Chairman 
of the N. C. W. C. Press Depart- 
ment, who was also an editor at 
the time he was elevated to the 
Episcopate, 


Cardinal Stritch praised the 


Catholic press for unmasking false- 
hoods calumnies and misrepre- 
sentations, and sald it “has’ had 
to risk unpopularity fearlessly” to 
say things which needed to be 
said although they were unpopular 
and distasteful. 

“Its news columns frequently 
have published facts which have 
not been agreeable facts for our 


policy-makers and the lovers -of 
'sheer novelty,” he declared. 


Emphasizing that the Catholic 
His 
Eminence said: 

“With all the constructive force 


‘of Catholic truth it must live in 


its own age and it must seek fo in- 
tegrate and harmonize and make 
intelligible our age in the light of 
Catholic truth. With the Church, 
its main concern it will be the 
winning of souls for Christ.” 

“It cannot, however, escape from 
the fact that the basing of social 
life and institutions is a part of 
this work. It has a deep interest 


‘in social things because it has a 
‘deep interest in man. It is not only 


concerned with exposing the futil- 
ity of systems which have brought 
about the catastrophes of our 
times, but also it works and labors 
to give men that force which will 
enable them to repair the rents in 
their social fabric and to make it 
more resplendent than it has ever 
been in the past.”
